N institution that does not pay is a fail- 

cq ure. In all the ways of life the one pre- 

vailing question is, ‘‘Does it pay,’ and 

the wise economist avoids that business from 

which he cannot, in some "way realize more 
than he invested. 

We count up the cost of the High Eehools 
we see the vast buildings and the broad 
grounds; we approvingly note the costly fur- 
niture and apparatus, and we watch the teach- 
ers as they regularly take from the public 
fund their salary, while in return they appar- 
ently give nothing but their time. We eee} 
itupin dollars and cents and find the sum 
greater than we imagined, yet in face of all 
this there is not one who would say that the 
High School does not pay. It does not return | 
the money with which it has been supported; — 
it cannot rebuild sidewalks and pave streets, 
but it pays in its own good currency—the 
sparkling gems of thought, the white pearls 
of fruth and the pure nuggets of character. 
It_sarrounds the fireside with intelligence and 
n\ ‘the home more happy. It broadens re- 
ligious thought and elevates society. 
awakens dormant powers that else would have 
slumbered on unrealized. It gives equal. 
chances to all and fills a place that otherwise 
must be left vacant. We daily see its legal 
tenders stamped on the faces of those who 
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have for any considerable length of time been 
under ita influences and we feel that it ts trasy 
paying its way. 

It is a comparatively small per cent of pupiis 
who, when they have finished their work in the 
High School, ever go to college and complete 
their education. It is therefore necessary that 
we not only have a High School where ' « 
convenient, but that the course be a8 eiteie: > 
as possible.
